,.cious circle. If everybody stopped 
buying meat fora week, the price 
oO: lueat would soon drop.” 


Norman Morgan of Lowell road, 
full-scale poultryman and on the 
board of the Essex County Poul- 
uvyman’s Association: ‘‘The goy- 
crninent is at fauli for the high 
pric cs, in my opinion. They bid on 
everything in sight for export, 
which means that the buyers in 
the wholesale grain market have 
0 compete against them, and it 
isn’t done in an orderly fashion. 
ihe result is that grain goes sky- 
high.’’ 

“Here in New England labor 
and feed prices are both up 100%, 
and the price of the egg has not 
advanced in proportion, due most- 
ly to the fact that the best breed- 
-1g work in the country has been 
carried on right here in Massachu- 
selts with increased production as 
a result. Eggs are the best food 
bet on the market today,” 


Sally Bodwell of Fieldstones, 
food economist and. dietitian: 
“We've only changed our prices 
once since we opened in, June, to 
the extent that our $1.85 supper 
increased fifteen cents. Food costs 
in that time have increased 25%. 
I suppose it’s just supply and de- 
mand that keeps costs up. I know 
when the hotels and restaurants 
refused to buy rib roast of beef 
because of the ridiculous prices, 
they dropped in three days.” 


“We've got a number of reser- 
vations for Thanksgiving dinner, 
but we can’t say yet how much it 
Will be, because every marketman 
has a different story on turkeys; 
some say they'll be plentiful and 
about the same price as today, 
others that they will be scarce, 
and more expensive. I guess the 
“nswer is, nobody knows.” 

William H. Golden, market 
gardener, owner of the Golden 
ordens on North Main street: 
“There’s been nothing high about 
vegetable prices until recently. 
Tho first four months of this sea- 
£0n we were ready to throw in 
the towel, with a supply that more 
than satisfied the demand, We’ve 
left 500 bushels of beets in the 
fround, 400 bushels’ of tomatoes 
unpicked, -beeduse we couldn’t 
fet enough for them to make it 
worthwhile. Contrary to common 
Public opinion the farmers have 
been in the red up to the last few 
weeks, when the fall vegetables 
have been scarce, and have picked 
uD as a result.’’

It goes 
back to the wholesaler, and from 
him to the shipper, then to the 
slaughterer everyone has to 
make more because the man be- 
fore him is making more. Eat 
macaroni and cheese instead of 
meat? Macaroni’s climbing, and 
cheese went up just this morning!” 


Sidney P. White, prominent 
local farmer, owner of the Wild 
Rose Farm, and chairman of the 
Board of Public Works: “In ana- 
lvzing the high cost of living, it 
seems to me to be due primarily 
to two things: greed and selfish- 
ness. Looking at it from a broad 
angle, I feel that it is due to the 
countless demands of labor, which 
is bound to reflect back to the 
farm, 

“The Wall Street Stock Ex- 
erhange is doing its part in con- 
trolling the grain market in order 
that it may make money at the ex- 
nense of the American people. An- 
other factor, in my opinion. is gov- 
ernment interference, which has 
foreed the farmer to curtail pro- 
4Juction and speculation, especially 
on the part of the grain brokers, 
which gives me the feeling that 
they had rather have a fat pocket- 
book than a country of peace and 
nlenty. Let‘s hope for the good of 
the American people that the time 
will never come when the farme: 
demands a 40-hour week. How 
high would costs go if the farmer 
and his help worked for 40 hours 
and finished the week with a sec- 
ond shift?”

This is the eighth year for the 
|ubservance of World Wide Com- 
|;munion. The date this year is Oc- 
tober fifth. In these days when the 
world is still filled with confusion 
and suffering, there is a real need 
for Christians everywhere to make 
much of this significant day. The 
coming together of Christians about 
the Lord’s Table on the same day 
will be an expression of unity 
which all believers have in Christ. 
It will be a witness in a broken 
world, to an unbroken fellowship 
of Christians everywhere. 

The observance of the Holy 
Communion on October 5th will be- 
gin in New Zealand. The worship 
services in the churches there pbe- 
gin at 10:30 in the morning. When 
it is 10:30 in New Zealand, it is 
| six o'clock on Saturday evening in 
New York (BE. S. T.). It is three 
o’clock Saturday afternoon in Los 
Angeles. A time clock has been 
worked out which shows the time 
in about fifteen centers around the 
world, when it is 10:30 on Sunday 
morning in New Zealand. By the 
aid of this clock, one is able to fol- 
low the World Wide Communion 
observance during the entire twen 
ty-four hours. 

The World Wide Communion ob 
ser'vance is being co-sponsored by 
the Councils of Churches in many 
lands; by numerous denomination 
around the world; by national and 
international missionary organiza 
tions of the churches.

Mr. Gores covered a wide range 
both during his lecture, which was 
extremely interesting and non-pe- 
dantic, and the question period. 

He pointed out a number of new 
channels into which the education- 
al system might well go, and some 
from which we might with ad'van- 
tage withdraw. For example, he 
cited the popular method of special- 
zation and choice of electives at 
an early age, which he felt might 
well be postponed until at least the 
eleventh grade, when a good solid 
foundation in general subjects 
would more nearly enable the stu- 
dent to make a success of his 
choice, 

Many parents will fall in heartily 
with (Mr. Gores’ dissertation on the 
age at which arithmetic should be 
started in the public schools, in 
which he pointed out the fact that 
until the child had a practical use 
“or complicated arithmetic, it might 
he of greater value to stress a 
broader reading-readiness program, 
f:om which the child could develop 
yvractically. 

The beginning school age is de- 
termined by the fact that our 
school system requires reading in 
the first grade, according to Mr. 
Gores, and this age has to conform 
with the mental development of the 
child, and his ability to perform 
what is expected of him.

Talks on “Personnel” 


Mr. Dana Cotton, director of 
Placement at Harvard Graduate 
School of Education will be the 


speaker at the second meeting in 
the educational series at the Me- 
morial Hall Library. On Monday 
evening, October 6th, at 8 o'clock, 
he will speak on “Personnel”, or 
“How Do You 
Who Work With 
The meetings are held under the 
joint sponsorship of the Andover 
League of Women Voters and the 
Memorial Hall Library. It is hoped 
that the people of Andover will 
take this Opportunity to learn more 
about their schoo] system and bring 
to these meetings those questions 
which they feel should be answered 
by those who know. There will be 
two more evenings in this series. 


Hire the Handicapped Week | 


The week of Oct. 6 has been set 
aside as “Hire the Handicapped 
Week”, in which those in the posi- 
tion of putting men and women to 
work will be asked to give serious 
consideration to those who must 
qualify under this title. In almost 
every community, bearing varying 
degrees of disability, are those who 
could and should be holding a place 


among those who do the work of 
the world. During the days of 


World War II, when manpower was 
utilized in any form, it was proven 
to industry that here was a valu- 
able source previously left un- 
touched. A Department of Labor 
survey made by the U. S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics disclosed that in 
the opinion of 450 employers em- 
ploying 88,600 handicapped workers 


they were getting better results 
from physically handicapped per- 
sons than from non-handicapped 


workers. Among other interesting 
facts that came to light were 
these: Fifty-one percent of the 
handicapped workers had _ better 
accident records, forty-nine per- 
cent had better than average ab- 
sence records, and fifty-eight per- 
cent of the handicapped workers 
stay at their jobs longer. A new 
survey, conducted in cooperation 
with the Veterans Administration. 
proved that so-called impaired 
workers, when properly placed, 
are as good all-round workers as 
unimpaired employees. 

There will be a dispiay of ma- 
terial, some fiction, but mostly 
fact, at the Memorial Hall Library 
during the week. Emphasis is laid 
on the lives of those who have de- 
feated physical and social handi- 
caps, in records put down in their 
own words.

“Secret Missions” Subject 


At George Washington Hall, 


There is little dowbt that the au- 
thor of the current best-seller, 
“Secret Missions”, who will appear 
here on, Friday, Oct. 17th at 8:15 
p. m. in George Washington Hall, 
Phillips Academy, knows the Jap- 
anese as few Americans do or ever 
have. With a hackground of a quar- 
ter of a century of naval intelli- 
gence work, Ellis M. Zacharias (re- 
tired from the United States Navy 
in 1946 with the rank of Rear Ad- 
miral) was eminently qualified for 
the important psychological war- 
fare work in which he was engaged 
during the closing phases of the 
war. 

He studied the Japanese with a 
keen analytical mind from his first 
contacts with them as a language 
student in Tokyo in the early 1920's 
and came to learn their processes 
of thinking and their habitual be- 
havior. 

His expert knowledge enabled 
him to forecast—with pinpoint ac- 
curacy, aS events proved—that the 
Japanese would open hostilities 
with an air attack on our fleet with- 
out any declaration of war “on a 
weekend and probably on a Sunday 


|morning” by launching planes from 


carriers. 

In the summer of 1945 the then 
Captain Zacharias conducted a re- 
markable one-man radio war 
against Japan, in the course of 
which he undertook to clarify un- 
conditional surrender to the enemy. 
His highly successful campaign of 
psychological warfare against the 
Japanese High Command was epito- 
mized in the words of the Command- 
er-in-Chief of the U. S. Fleet, Ad- 
miral King, when he congratulated 
Captain Zacharias on his “oood 
work in making the Japanese see 
the light and bringing surrender.” 

Admiral Zacharias has completed 
over 38 years in the U. S. Naval 
Service since his entry in the Naval 
Academy in 1906. He has served in 
or operated with all types of ships. 
During the war he commanded the 
heavy cruiser Salt Lake City and 
led his ship on the famous Tokyo- 
}bound bombing trip to “Shanegri- 
'La”. After a tour of duty as Deputy 
Director of Naval Intelligence in 
Washington, D. C., he commanded 
the battleship New Mexico and en- 
gaged in many operations in the 
Pacific.

EDITORIAL... 
‘Tinie To Budge on Budget 


Remember how burned up we got last March after the 
annual town meeting, when the finance committee and the 
school committee passed the taxpayer’s buck back and forth, 
and the Taxpayers’ Association was conspicuously in the very 
silent background? ie} 

We'd like to ward off the possibility of editorial apoplexy 
or hypertension next March, and so we're beginning to recall 
this situation fairly early. It’s not early, really, though, because 
the trouble in the past has been that everybody started too 
late. We've seen so many times that hopeless feeling as town 
meeting approaches, a feeling that it’s impossible in the short 
time at your disposal to get down into the fundamentals of 
any budget. 

Each department is interested in its own department, and 
you can’t blame anybody for that. We elect people to supervise 
the departments; it’s only natural that they would try to get 
as much for their own departments, and try to present as good 
a case for their own departments, as possible. That is why we 
have an official finance committee, whose job is to gather all 
the budgets together and fit them into the general town pic- 
ture. That is why we have a Taxpayers’ Association, to organize 
the taxpayers into a single body which will make itself felt ot 
town meeting. But both the finance committee and the Tax- 
payers’ Association directors have to know quite a bit about 
what they‘re going to have to talk about, and then they’re 
going to have to have the courage to talk about it at the right 
time. 

It means starting early. It means starting now. The 
association’s annual meeting, according to their by-laws, comes 
on the second Monday in October, having been moved up from 
January to allow more time for study of the budgets. We’ve 
chatted with some of the directors of the association about this 
early start; some of them even called up on the phone las‘ 
March to say that they agreed with the sentiments expressed 
in our pseudo-blast at their inactivity. They‘re eager to d: 
their job right, and we certainly hope they succeed. 

The finance committee was handicapped at town meet 
ing by the fact that it had been decapitated, its chairman 
having been elected moderator. This year they have a new 
member and a new chairman in the person of Howell Stillman 
who we think has the necessary budgetary inquisitiveness and 
the presentation ability to make the finance committee t! 
power that it should be. 

But let’s start now. Let’s not wait until February and 
March when that feeling of despair will come over us aga 
a feeling of knowing too little because you started too late.

At the recent meeting of the 16 
countries in Paris, a four-year re 
covery plan was proposed, with 
aid from America in money, goocs 
and liberal trade policies. They 
ask three billion dollars as a stabi- 
lization fund immediately to pre- 
vent the collapse of their cur- 
rency, Then to start the wheels 
£01lng, there must he money for 
machinery and raw materials. In 
return these countries promise in- 
creased production and strong co- 
operation with one another. Mr. 
John says without aid KHurope ap- 
pears headed for a complete eco- 
nomic collapse. That would be a 
sreat catastrophe and bring other 
catastrophes in its wake — such as 
Soviet domination of that entire 
and prostrate country.
